look at TV7 murder* whenever I have any tune for such 


thing* 
TV. to me. is fun. relaxation, amusement, 
lf 


I want to he educated, I prefer a carefully written book 
or monograph. Most of the learning I find on TV adds 


to juvenile confusion. The debates among politicians 
anti the question anti answer programs are too trifling. 


Give me “ Perry Mason.” who wins every case by violat­ 
ing the rules of evidence. 
Or give me “ Gunsmoke” 
vt lie re murder is the theme 
What puzzles me is why 


these men do not marry their women. 
Presumably a young fellow becomes a juvenile 
delinquent because, tieing bored with virtue, he watches 


TV and becomes vicious. 
But we had had boys and 
bad girls long before there was any such thing as TV’. 


Jessie James and Gyp the Blood lived before TV. It 


is too easy to jump to conclusions about what drives 
the young to sin and even to murder. We now have a 


whipping boy. TV. Nobody however, is corrupted by 


any one medium. 


For instance, there seems to he a fashion these 


day* for children to sue parent* for money the 
parents earned or own. It seemed to have started 


with a young lady who went after her grandmother 


and It goes the round* like any other fashion. 
I 


have not seen Chi* violation of the Ten Command­ 


ments on TV hut it occur* in life quite often. I was 


told recently that a mother, coming home at a 
late hour, saw her very Juvenile daughter, dressed 


to kill and going nut. The mother gently inquired 
where the young lads was going bi and received 


an impolite reply. 


What does a parent do limier such circumstances"’ 
When I was a child, there was no doubt about it. The 
parent would seize the child, put it across a knee and 


give it a thorough spanking 
If that is too much effort 
for the parent, it ut certain that the child will grow 
up not only as a juvenile delinquent but as an adult 


delinquent. 
Patents who eater to childish impudence 


help to manufacture more juvenile delinquents than 


all the murders on TV7. 
Besides, if children look at the* murders, whose 


fault is it"’ The parent who says that he cannot refuse 
his child the wish to spend hours watching nonsense 


on TV is really not a parent 
Such a person is little 


more than a legal guardian scared of his wards. The 
child, who may tie bored with TV, will look neverthe­ 
less to establish be>ond question who is the boas. 
Children 
who sue parents or grandparents for 
money which the children did not earn by their own 
work violate Natural I^aw and therefore should have 
no place in any court 
It is part of our present leniency 
to grant children the right to persecute parents and 
to withdraw from parents the right to protect children 
from corrupting materialism 


In my opinion, the gossip columnists do more 


evil than the murders on TV. When young people 
equate divorce as equal to marriage; when they 
regard It a* the acme of sucres* to he mentioned 
in such a column, however disagreeably; when they 
hire pres* agents lo give them a had name a* long 
a* the name is spelled correctly — then morality 
disappears and an entire nation suffer* from cor­ 
ruption. 
I recently read one such document and 


could not discover in it a single name noted for 
service to the countrv, for contribution to civiliza­ 
tion. or to fine and cultured living. The principal 
Item dealt with a man who is openly living with 
a woman to whom he is not married. 


lf he can get awny with that, why should not the 
kids imitate him, and her too. and get their name* 
printed daily and favorably in the gossip columns? 
You and I can cite dozens of examples of the adver­ 
tising of the immoral and the indecent to prove that 
such qualities pay while honest virtue is it* own reward 
and gets you nowhere. 


And so. I shall go hack to my murders—to * Have 
Gun—Will Travel” where, at 
any rate. English is 
spoken as a language possessing grammar and diction 
and refinement of expression 
Or perhaps I prefer 
relaxation in a Beatnik cafe where, at least, educated 
young and old have something else to speak about than 
small and petty gossip about each other.

t Taking A Better 
Look At Venus 


Scientists and technicians are stripping 
Venus hare of its concealing atmosphere and 
removing much of the mystery that surrounded 
our neighbor planet. 
At a space tracking station in the Mojave 
Desert in California, they are bouncing improved 
radar pulses off Venus and measuring the time 
it takes them to return 
By noting changes in 
the frequency of tho signals, they can tell a 
great deal about the surface of the planet. 
What they are discovering, among other 
things, is that Venus, aside from having an 
atmosphere, is more like the moon than scien­ 
tists had supposed. Apparently it rotates only 
once on its axis in one trip around the sun, 
keeping the same face to the sun 
If so, one side is hot—perhaps 600 degrees 
F —and the other is cold. Its surface, too, is 
revealed to he rough, as the moon’s is. Alto­ 
gether Venus appears to be even more in­ 
hospitable to life than scientists had supposed. 
This adds to mans knowledge, and the 
results of that may be serendipitous. 
It also 
serves to measure distances with greatly im­ 
proved accuracy. Thus the distance between 
earth and sun is now found to he 92.956.000 
miles give or take a thousand miles. The prob­ 
able error before this was done was 60,000 
miles. If a space vehicle had been sent to Venus 
in 1962 without this knowledge, chances are 
it would have missed by 20.000 miles or more. 
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WASHINGTON - Adlai Steven­

13.000 feet above sea 
level, a llama tethered on the 
grass to meet him, plus a group 
of cordial officials, plus several 
thousand Indians lining the streets 
of La Paz holding “ Viva Cuba” 
signs and not so cordial.

The people of Bolivia, it should 
he noted, have an average in­ 
come of $70 per year.

This was proposed by the 
Soviets and agreed to by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower long ago. before 
the beginning of the Geneva nego­ 
tiations for a worldwide, control­ 
led. and permanent ban on nu­ 
clear testing, Presided Kennedy

open society, cannot resume test­ 
ing without denouncing the mora­ 
torium 
But if the Soviets have 
made their costly and time-con­ 
suming preparations for under­ 
ground tests, they can quite easily

One of tlx* difficulties the Re­ 
publican National Committee had 
to contend with during the Eisen­ 
hower years was his reluctance 
to play the game the way the pros 
wanted him to. Eisenhower in­ 
sisted he was “ President of all the 
people,” and often refund to sup­ 
port the sharply partisan attacks 
cooked up for him by the GOP. 


Eisenhower also refused to make 
patronage use of many federal 
job openings, something that his 
successor, President John F. Ken­ 
nedy, has found extremely useful 
in controlling the votes of the 
conservative wing of his own par­ 
ty. However, since leaving the 
White House, Eisenhower seems 
extremely co-operative in support­ 
ing the aims and candidates of the 
Republican Party. He has agreed 


to play an active role in his par­ 
ty's political organization in Penn­ 
sylvania. the state in which his 
permanent residence is located. 
After a meeting with Pennsyl­ 
vania Republican leaders. Eisen­ 
hower permitted it to be announ­ 
ced that he would do what he 
could to aid the party there — 
meaning speech-making in behalf 
of candidates for state and na­ 
tional offices 
Recently, Ike came to the as­ 
sistance of Texas GOF senatorial 
candidate John G. Tower, who 
became the first Republican to 
he elected to the office since post- 
Civil War days. 
Some Washington pros, wonder­ 
ing about Ike s new interest in 
party politics, attribute it to the 
surprise he got when Richard M. 
Nixon was narrowly defeated for 
the Presidency. Ike was confident 
that Nixon would win, but now' be­ 
lieves that Republicans must put 
forth a determined effort if they 
are to achieve control again. He s 
trying to set a good example.

The method used was a bland 


proposal to the President that the 


(ieneva negotiations for a nuclear 


test ban should be “ merged” into 
larger, 
nobler 
negotiations 
for 
total and universal disarmament. 
In this great aim. Khrushchev 
said he had the most vivid inter­ 
est 
He did not specifically add 
that if we accepted this merger, 
the voluntary moratorium on tests 
ought to tie automatically extend­ 
ed for an indefinite period. But 
this was the obvious idea. 


Hence the President answered 
that he too was vividly interested 
in general disarmament 
But he 
added that it was muon better to 
keep the test ban negotiations go­ 
ing until we found out whether 
something could be accomplished 
in this much more limited and 
simple area. In consequence, the 
negotiations are still going on, 
albeit in a most ghostly manner. 
They can be broken off as hope­ 
less at any time. and the Soviets 
can quite properly he blamed for 
the break And when this step is 
taken, the voluntary moratorium 
will automatically lapse, and test­ 
ing can be resumed thereafter. 


Diplomatically, then. President 
Kennedy has conserved complete 
freedom of action. Poetically, the 
President has also acted to in­ 
crease his freedom of action, by 
obtaining conditional promises of 
support from the British, who 
have been the strongest advocates 
of the moratorium and the test 
ban talk*. While Prime Minister 
Macmillan was in Washington, in 
fact, the President got him to 
agree that resumption of Ameri­ 
can testing would he in order, if 
the Geneva talks continued to 
produce no results. 


At this juncture, therefore, the 
question is solely whether the in­ 
terests of the I . S and the West 
will he hest .erved by resuming 
testing.
